“These results reflect not upon 
the boys themselves but rather 
upon the system of which they 
are a product .. . these low 
grades have brought home with a 
jolt the failure of our vaunted 
educational system to prepare 
youths for competition in a 
world in scientific revolution... .”’ 

“The unpleasant truth is,” con- 
cluded Sen. Talmadge, “‘that over 
the last quarter of a century the 
practitioners of so-called progres- 
sive education . . . have substi- 
tuted the right to march in a 
commencement procession for the 
right to an education... .” 


True Bill 


This outspoken indictment 
without question a true bill. 

The nation’s leading educators, 
led by presidents of the greatest | 
universities, have been saying as | 
much for 10 years or more. 


The truth is not pleasant. The 
examination grades were summed 
up by Sen. Talmadge as follows: 

1. Of 35 young men certified by 
him to take the tests only seven 
made passing grades and of these 
none had a mark higher than 
a 75. 

2. Only 13 made more than 60 
and 11 of the boys averaged less 
than 50. 

3. Of 26 competing for nomina- 
tion to the Air Force Academy, 
only two passed algebra and only 
10 passed the vocabulary tests. 
On the algebra portion of the 
quiz, 14 made »marks of less 
than 40. 

Sen. Russell’s office had cer- 
tified 32 for these same tests. 
His nominees scored as follows: 

1. Only four of the 32 managed 
to make grades of 70 or better. 
But of these four, the highest 
was but 72. 

2. Fifteen, 
marks under 50. 

3. One young man had a grade 
of 25

Poor Records 


Southern states, two 
England, and three in the West 
and Northwest, have the poorest 
records. (Some states of the 
South, at a time when much more 
education is indicated, may close 
their schools.) A majority of rural 
high schools today no longer offer 
a foreign language, elementary 
chemistry or advanced secondary 
school mathematics. Most rural 
counties keep taxes low for po- 
litical reasons. Only the cities 
and a few large counties really 
try to pay for education. 

Education everywhere is being 
cluttered up with extra curricular 
subjects which are being popu- 
larized at the expense of the 
hard-core educational disciplines. 

In too many high schools the 
football tail is wagging the educa- 
tional dog. 


It is quite true that we are be- 
coming more and more “mathe- 
matically illiterate, unable to 
spell or write, without knowledge 
of a foreign language and not 
proficient in the vocabulary of 
our own.” 


As long ago as 20 years Dr. 
James M. Conant, then president 
of ‘Harvard, was saying that 
freshmen coming to Harvard 
were inadequately prepared. The 
trouble has been, and is, an old 
one. The status quo always resist 
change. 

The basic fault with profes- 
sional education has been that it 
was “‘child-centered rather than 
subject centered.’”’ Which is to 
say the emphasis has been on 
relating the child to life rather 
than educating him.

It seems to us that the facts, which 
follow, again demonstrate that the gov- 
ernor confused the publication of news 
with statements by the newspapers them- 
selves. As a newspaperman himself, he 
should know the difference. 

For example, Gov. Griffin said that a 
statement in The Atlanta Constitution 
published Tuesday declared that State 
School Board Chairman George Whitman 
Jr. received a $50,000 commission on 
Ports Authority insurance business. 

The Constitution did not say this. 
What The Constitution did was to report 
what J. W. (Taxi) Smith, authority secre- 
tary and attorney, said to the Senate 
committee chairman following the Mon- 
day hearing. Mr. Smith told Sen. Cook, 
who is conducting the committee investi- 
gation, that Gov. Griffin told him to give 
this insurance business to Mr. Whitman, 
chairman of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. Mr.” Smith further testified that the 
annual premiums on the insurance amount 
to about $50,000 a year. 

We respectfully call to the governor’s 
attention that neither The Constitution 
nor the published quote from the ports 
authority attorney said that Mr. Whitman 
received a $50,000 commission. The Con- 
stitution did report Mr. Smith as say- 
ing the annual premiums on the insur- 
ance amount to about $50,000 a year. 

We are reminded, and we trust the 
governor recalls, that on frequent occa- 
sions he has said he is not in favor of state 
employes doing business with the state. 

The governor also said he would de- 
mand a retraction of a statement that the 
Ports Authority paid his expenses on @a 
trip to Cuba. : 

The state audit for the year ending 
June 30, 1955, reveals that a check issued 
by the authority on March 31, 1955, to 
Chairman William A. Bowdoin for 
$2,118.62 covered the expenses of a trip 
to Cuba in early 1955 by Gov. Griffin, 
Authority Secretary Smith, former Au- 
thority Chairman Bowdoin and R. Fer- 
nandez, vice president and general man- 
ager of Caribe Transport Lines, Inc. 

The Constitution merely reported 
what the audit showed in the investiga- 
tion. 

Gov. Griffin now declares that he re- 
paid the authority in November of the 
same year with a check drawn on the 
Executive Department, which we presume 
is from state funds allowed the governor 
for travel. But nonetheless, the state audit 
reveals that travel expenses originally 
were paid by the ports authority. 

This newspaper’s columns always have 
been open to the governor. We printed his 
legislative state of the state address in 
full. Readers are familiar with the fact 
that from day to day there is faithful re- 
porting of his statements and all of his 
press conferences. 

The Senate committee should probe 
until it finds “the truth” about which the 
governor was talking yesterday. Mean- 
while, his attacks on newspapers is an old 
trick which should not dissuade the com- 
mittee nor the newspapers from getting to 
the bottom of what he calls “this mess” 
and of which he says he is “so tired.”

The Georgia General Assembly took 
time out Monday to hear another legisla- 
tor, the distinguished former governor 
and now Sen. Herman Talmadge. The 
senator, as will Sen. Russell later if his 
schedule permits him to leave Washing- 
ton, appeared by invitation. 


The senator made a most deserved 


fibute to Sen. Russell, thanking him for 


his advice and counsel and praising his 
leadership. On the national scene, he 
touched on many subjects showing a 
growing grasp of national affairs—the 
crisis in leadership, the lagging defense 
effort, danger to the nation from aggres- 
sive communism, the budget and the farm 
problem. 

While we have never agreed with the 
senator on the subject of foreign aid and 
have supported enlarging trade and 
commercial contacts with countries now 
being tempted by the Communists with 
tantalizing offers, we most heartily agree 
with his views on the bungling of farm 
policies by Secretary Benson. 

Freeing the farmers while maintain- 
ing an otherwise protected and subsidized 
economy can lead in the end only to an 
acceleration of migration from the land 
and liquidation of small farmers with itr 
obvious impact on the whole economy. 

These and other problems which af- 
fect not only the state but the future 
and safety of the nation itself were dis- 
cussed with commendable candor by Sen.

Cities Ask Fair Play 
On at Least One Bill 


Residents of Georgia cities, source 
of the lion’s share of -the state’s tax 
revenue, are receiving their customary 
kicks in the teeth at the current session 
of the General Assembly. 

Proposed tax relief for transit com- 
panies, endorsed by Gov. Griffin, lost out 
because of opposition from rural legisla- 
tors who fail to recognize the interde- 
pendence between urban and rural areas. 

The Georgia Municipal Assn.’s request 
for a gasoline tax refund on motor fuel 
used by cities was turned down by the 
House Ways and Means Committee de- 
spite the fact that the present levy 
amounts to a tax upon tax funds. 

A movement to correct some of the in- 
equities of the county unit system, thus 
giving a citizen in a heavily populated 
area a voice at the ballot box more nearly 
approximating that of his cousin in a 
Sparsely populated area, ran afoul of 
Gov. Griffin’s stern opposition. A prod- 
uct of the unfair arrangement, Gov. Grif- 
fin upholds the present device whereby a 
ballot cast in Chattahoochee County, for 
example, carries 54 times the weight of 
one cast in DeKalb. 

Battered and bruised, legislators from 
urban areas have their sights set on one 
more proposal aimed at effecting at least 
a step toward an even shake. They will 
ask that the state maintain state high- 
ways that run through cities. 

“Morally, it’s right,” a rural county 
legislator said, “‘because the state main- 
tains the highways that run through all 
the small towns.” 

The lawmaker spoke the truth. 
Morally it is right. And it’s time that more 
emphasis was placed on what is morally 
right than on what is politically expe- 
dient. Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams says the proposal sounds fair to 
him, too. 

Surely the sense of fair play can be 
exercised for once and at least one meas- 
ure appproved toward giving the same 
consideration to cities as that accorded 
their neighbors across the county line.

Grinds to Halt in Atlanta 


That grinding you hear is the coming 
to a halt of fluoridation progress in At- 
lanta as the matter gets tied up in a juris- 
dictional dispute.

Alderman Wayne Blanchard’s pro- 
posal for a citywide referendum met Mon- 
day at aldermanic meeting with objections 
regarding costs and the alleged lack of 
authority by the city to fluoridate. 

Now it is just as well that the refer- 
endum proposal be blocked. 

We agree with men of science that 
matters involving scientific facts and evi- 
dence should not be subject to popular 
vote. One does not, for example, decide 
at. the polls whether to vaccinate for 
smallpox or to inoculate against rabies. 

However, if a referendum should be 
the only way acceptable to the city ad- 
ministration, then we have faith that an 
intelligent Atlanta would accept the ad- 
vice of its doctors, dentists and health of- 
ficials and decide for fluoridation. 

The problem would not be difficult 


' to resolve if there were sincere intent ‘to 


give young Atlantans the one generally 
recognized, safe and effective deterrent 
to dental. decay. : 

If the city cannot pay for health serv- 
ices, then perhaps the county health de- 
partment could reimburse the city for the 
nominal cost of installing and continuing 
fluoridation.

Vicious County Unit Setup 
Has Cities in Financial Mud 


The rural roads controversy in Atlanta has brought out in bold 
relief the manner in which the larger counties in Georgia, including 
Richmond, have to foot the major- portion of the bill for rural road 


construction in the state. 

Just for curiosity, Richmond 
County’s Rep. J. B. Fuqua took 
a look at the records. What he 
found is discouraging to the tax- 
payers of this county. They are 
getting back mighty little in rural 
road work in this county by com- 
parison with what they are being 
required to pay. 

For their $600,000 share of the 
Georgia Rural Roads Authority 
program, Richmond County tax- 
payers will pay $4,480,000. This 
comes to about $7.50 they pay for 
each $1 received in Rural Roads 
Authority construction in the 
county. 

This is a high price to pay for 
getting Richmond County’s rural 
folks “‘out of the mud.” It is not 
only a high price to pay; it is an 
unfair one as well. 

This is just one facet of the 
system we have in Georgia which 
penalizes people for living in the 
handful of metropolitan counties 
of the state. As Rep. Fuqua so 
aptly said, “There just aren’t any 
bargains in Atlanta for those ot 
us who live in metropolitan coun- 


financial resources, and therefore 
should carry a large share of the 
burdens of the smaller and poor- 
er counties. 

That argument becomes spe- 
cious in view of the out-of-pro- 
portion share of tax revenue our 
people are paying. 

Other states have laws which 
give back heavily contributing 
counties larger shares of the 
amounts they furnish in taxes. 
Why shouldn’t this be done in 
Georgia? 

The answer to that question is 
obvious. The larger counties will 
never get a fair shake ds long as 
we have the county unit system. 
Politically, the six-unit counties, 
such as Richmond, are the step- 
children of the county unit sys- 
tem. They have little to say in 
the outcome of state elections—a 
situation which was described in 
a homey manner by the late Eu- 
gene Talmadge who said he didn’t 
care whether he got a single vote 
in any county which had street. 
cars.

I’m not going to complicate the 
Heller suggestion with an attempt 
at lengthy explanation. 

Very briefly, the.man proposes 
to set a base for local (city, coun- 
ty and state) support to schools. 
What a citizen or corporation pays 
for education above that base 
would be directly deductible from 
the income tax he owes the fed- 
eral government. 


Suppose the base set is at $50 a 
year in school taxes. 
Suppose then the local tax for 


school support goes up so that 
Mr. John Q. Georgian now pay 


not $50, but $87, for education. — 


The $37 becomes directly de- 
ductible. 

If Mr. John Q. owes Uncie 
Sam $297 in income tax, he takes 
off the $37 (difference between 
the $87 school tax and the $50 
base) and pays only $260 in fed- 
eral income tax. 

Thus the schools get the extra 
money, as they would through 
federal aid to education. But the 
money stays at home. There is 
no federal string attached. There 
is no discount because of shrink- 
age such as would be likely if 
the money had to travel to Wash- 
ington and then come back. 

Illustrative is the old story 
about the man in need, praying 
for $100 and getting $94 from the 
lodge which took up a collection 
after a member reported over- 
hearing the prayer. Receiving the 
money, the suplicant said, ‘“Thank 
you, Lord, for the $100. But next 
time don’t send it through the 
lodge brothers. They held out $6.” 

The Heller plan throws the bur- 
den on the local school system, it 
keeps the money at home, it cuts 
the control from Washington. 

It’s so simple it discourages 
hope of sudden acceptance, 

It’s something for our Legisla- 
ture to consider in studying the 
costs of education. A resolution 
to Washington might be just the

Ability To Receive 
Is Also Important 


One of the teachings of our Lord which has 
become a hallmark of all Christian charities and 
missionary endeavor is found in Acts 20:35: ‘“‘It ae 
is more blessed to give than to receive.’”’ None of us doubts the im- 


portance of this teaching, yet I wonder if it is not just as important 
that we learn when it is more blessed to receive than to give? 


There are so many wonderful 
things which can be ours, and 
need surely to be ours, if only we 
open our hearts to receive them. 
Many people who have mastered 
the art of giving know very little 
about the art of receiving. Our 
hearts are big enough to include 
the needs of all men, insofar as 
we are able to give. But our 
hearts are too small to receive all 
that others would offer us. 

We have a strange kind of inde- 
pendence which says that we must 
stand on our own feet, face life 
by ourselves, meet pleasure and 
pain without the assistance of 
others. Now, I submit that is one 
of the most foolish forms of pride 
a man Can possess. 

Jesus was speaking not of giv- 
ing but of receiving when He said, 
“Blessed are your eyes, for they 
see; and blessed are your ears, 
for they hear’ (Matthew 13:16). 
Without a capacity to receive, we 
become what T. S. Eliot described 
as “‘voices ringing out of empty 
cisterns and exhausted wells.” 
Before we ever have anything 
worthy to give we must have

filled our lives from sweet and 
fresh sources. 


Let me mention three areas in 
which this is true, First, we must 
accept our spiritual heritage. Our 
lives are surrounded by a great 
cloud of witnesses, men of many 
generations who have found God's 
will, who have built worthy foun- 
dations for our faith. All we must 
do to acquire their wisdom and 
knowledge is to open our lives 
to receive them. 


Second, we must accept our 
moral and mental heritage.

How Do We Stand 
As Military Power? 


WASHINGTON—Has the United States sud- 
denly become weak and impotent, a second-rate 
military power in mortal peril? This question 


comes from so many readers from so many parts of the country 
that it must represent a widely held impression, a very great anxiety. 


It is vital to get—and to keep— 
the facts in perspective. 


The facts do not justify any 
complacency, any easy, wishful, 
shut-eye attitude that if we con- 
centrate on something else the 
Soviet challenge will go away. 

But, equally, they do not justify 
a national wailing-wall or any 
panic-stricken despair that all is 
lost; they do not justify any cow- 
ering attitude toward Moscow's 
Sputnik diplomacy. 

Wherein, then, does the truth 
lie between these opposite poles of 
unjustified complacency and un- 


‘justified panic? It lies, I believe, 


right here: 

The United States is today mili- 
tarily superior to any enemy. 

But unless we sharply increase 
the pace of our defense effort, 
there is a real danger we may 
drop behind and that the United 
States two or three years hence 
could be militarily inferior. This 
would be mortal peril. 

This judgment of where we 
stand—strength today and the 
danger of weakness tomorrow un- 
less we reverse the trend—is not 
just my opinion. It represents the 
clear consensus of nearly every- 
one who has access to the facts— 
military and civilian, pro-adminis- 
tfation and anti-administration, 
Republican and Democratic, 
Gaither Report, Rockefeller Re- 
port, the National Security Coun- 
cil and the Democratic Advisory 
Council. 

All the testimony before the Sen- 


ate Preparedness Subcommittee 
points to the present strength of 
the United States, its vast deter- 
rent power. We have a superior 
long-range bomber force, greater 
and more flexible naval power 
and a vast improvement in Army 
weaponry. 

It is the range of present action 
to secure the future that is at 
issue. 

President Eisenhower has put 
this frankly and there is no parti- 
san dissent. He has said: 

“Our real problem is not our 
strength today; it is rather the 
vital necessity of action today to 
ensure our strength tomorrow.”’ 

It is understandable that public 
attention has been focused more 
on what's wrong than on what's 
right with our defense effort. 
What happened to the Senate 
Preparedness Subcommittee re- 
port shows how the picture can 
get pushed out of balance. 

Every newspaper, radio and TV 
report out of Washington centered 
upon the committee’s 17 recom- 
mendations on what needs to be 
done better. 

Most reports neglected the com- 
mittee’s 14 citations on what the 
Defense Department is doing very 
well. 

I am suggesting we have the re- 
sources to act today to keep in 
the lead tomorrow and that we 
have every reason to take the 
needed actions in a mood of con- 
fidence, not in any mood of pal- 
sied panic.

The pattern is as 
constant as finger prints unless 
the cardiac muscle has been 
damaged by infection, strain, or 
coronary thrombosis. But it is 
of no help in predicting future 
trouble. The ballistocardiograph 
is more helpful along this line 
because it helps determine ca- 
pacity.

According to a report by the 
state auditor for the year ended 
June 30, 1955, the expenses of the 
party of five making the trip to- 
taling $2,118.62 were paid by the 
ports authority. 

However, Griffin said at his 
press conference that in Novem- 
ber, 1955, he instructed the fiscal 
officer of the Executive Depart- 
ment, Charlie Swint, to issue a 
check reimbursing the authority 
for his share of the expenses. 


SHOWS MEMO 


He showed reporters an inter- 
office memo to Swint dated Nov. 
1, 1955, which said: 

“As you may recall, I made a 
trip to Havana, Cuba, with mem- 
bers of the Ports Authority last 
spring and my expenses were 
paid by the authority. 

“I now wish to reimburse the 
authority for my expenses and 
will appreciate your entering an 


expense account for me as shown | 
below, making the check out to’ 
the Georgia Ports Authority: 
“Thursday, March 10, 1955, 
through Saturday, March 12, 1955: 
“Hotel (3 nights) 75.00 
“Meals and Subsistence 30.00

THRASHER’S INITIALS 


The memo bore the initials of 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 

Griffin also showed the can- 
celled check on the Executive De- 
partment which was dated Nov. 17. 

The ports authority audit for 
the year ended June 30, 1956, 
notes that ‘‘a refund of $252.70 
was made on the $2,118.62 expense 
of trip to Cuba, which was report- 
ed in audit for the previous fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1955.” 

When asked by a reporter why 
he had waited eight months to 
reimburse the authority, Griffin 
said: 

“I figured some joree would |

TO HIS FRIENDS 


In discussing insurance on state 
ports property, Griffin said he 
intended to pass out the business 
to his friends as has been the 
practice in the past under the 
system of handling state insur- 
ance. 

He said the Atlanta papers 
‘“‘won’t print’ the fact that former 
House Speaker Fred Hand had 
handled the ports insurance under 
Griffin's predecessor, Herman 
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and Alabama : 


Talmadge. ‘Hand was an uwunsuc- 
cessful candidate against Griffin 
in 1954. 

“He ran against me and | 
took it away from him and gave 
it to Mr. Whitman,” Griffin de- 
clared. “I’m going to give it to 
my friends and I don’t mess with 
strays.” 


ASKED ABOUT ATTACK 
Griffin was asked by a radio 
newsman if he thought his stand 


against integration had provoked 
the papers’ attacks on him. Grif- 


fin said that might be a ‘“‘con- 


tributing factor.” 

Another reporter asked if he 
thought it was “incompatible” 
for Frankenfield to hold an in- 
terest in a shipping firm while 
serving as chairman of the ports 
authority.

2-Way Radio 


For Doctors 


Georgia is pioneering the na- 
tion’s first system to link hospitals 
and doctors on a statewide two- 
way radio network that ultimately 


will include the use of hundreds 
of radio cars, the State Health De- 
partment Announced Tuesday. 

The program was worked out 
by the health department and the 
state Civil Defense organization, 
Dr. T. F. Sellers, health depart- 
ment director, said. 

The health department will set 
up its two-frequency transmitter 
and six mobile units equipment 
within two weeks, said Dr. Lester 
M. Petrie, whose department will 
handle the equipment. 

The health department plans to 
install radio transmitters and re- 
ceivers at its 38 regional district 
offices. 

In addition to the health de- 
partment network, there will be 
another network connecting ulti- 
mately the some 150 public hospi- 
tals in the state plus hundreds of 
physicians through mobile units. 

Although planned for use during 
possible widescale disasters such 
as atomic bombing, Dr. Petrie 
said, the systems will be used 
during ‘‘day-by-day emergencies” 
so that its operators may become 
familiar with their use.

Signs of the Times Seen 
In Peddlers’ Progress | 


By RAYMONDE ALEXANDER 

Twenty years ago many a 
peddier pulled up to his next 
cali with a cloud of dust whirl- 
ing behind him — but now, the 
traveling salesmanhardly ever 
leaves the paved road. 

A commentary on our times. 
Yes, and you have only to talk 
with this unusual breed of men 
to be reminded of some of the 
change that has come about— 
not only in selling and buying 
habits but in human nature as 
well. 

As a group of old-timers in 
the traveling game reminisced 
they cited their own organiza- 
tion as an example of what 
has happened in 20 years. Aill 
were members of the Southeast- 
ern Travelers Exhibitors, clos- 
ing a four-day showing today for 
retail trade buvers at the 
Municipal Auditorium. 


FOLDED PAPER 

And a single folded paper was 
the spark that ignited these 
recollections. 

It was the program from the 
first showing of the Southeast- 
ern Travelers inviting buyers to 


come select ladies’ ready-to- 
wear, millinery, accessories, 
bags, jewelry, blouses, novel- 
ties, lingerie, and general mer- 
chandise. The date was Sun- 
day, Jan. 30, 1938; the place, 


the Kimball House, Atlanta, Ga. 

Showing at this time were 24 
salesmen representing 35 man- 
ufacturers. Today there are 250 
salesmen representing 750 of 
ihe country’s finest lines of 
merchandise displayed in iIn- 
dividual booths. The two-page 
directory of 1938, from the files 
of Marshall J. Mantler, general 
manager of the association, has 
grown to 252 pages. 


TWO SALESMEN LEFT 


Only two of the salesmen 
showing at the first show are 
exhibiting today. And they are 
not representing the same man- 
ufacturers they were 20 years 
ago. 

“The first show in 1938 was 
small and allowed for a very 
personal comradeship among 
the group,” said Earl Crispin, 
one of the 1938 exhibitors. “‘We 
had lots of fun but no business 
—now we have no fun and no 
business.” 

He laughed when. he said 
there is no business, because it 
was apparent that the big rea- 
son there is no time for fun 
now is that there IS business. 

According to Mr. Crispin, few 
buyers attended the first show, 
most of them from Georgia, 
Alabama, South Carolina and a 
few from Florida. Today they 


come from all those states plus 
North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 

In early years, 20 was con 
sidered a big group of buyers, 
and when they spent $100 to 
$200—that was a big order for 
one customer. 

Now $1,500 to $1,600 orders 
are written on the first day of 
a show. 

French crepe was the favorite 
fabric. Now it is no-iron cotton 
with the Dacron and Orlon com- 
bination fabrics or anything 
that doesn’t have to be ironed 
setting the pace. 


“Next year the most wanted 


fabric will be a no-wash,” 
teased Mr. Crispin. 

With the last show at the 
Kimball House in 1939, the 
show moved to new quarters 
in the Henry Grady Hotel. By 
1847 only the Municipal Audi- 
torium would hold it. 


But the best memories seem 
to cling to the Kimball House 
where, as the chairman of the 
directors of the association, 
Stanley H. Sokol, pointed out, 
a poker game ran all day. 

“We piayed for big stakes— 
something like 38 cents—and a 
salesman could leave his 38 
cents on the table, go wait on 
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a customer, come back and his 
38 cents would still be there. 
Now we don't have time for 
poker.”’ 

“Then it cost us $2 to join 
the association; today we pay 
$255,"’ he pointed out as a sign 
of the times. 

With that he went off on dress 
habits as they have changed— 
reminding that sportswear is 
comparatively new and was 
brought about by the depres- 
sion when women realized they 
could make several outfits out 
of separates. 
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exhibitor still showing, re- 
ported that the growth of the 
show has far exceeded expec- 
tations. The men work harder 
and visit with each other less. 

“We used to pay a public 
stenographer at the Kimball 


house $45 for the secretarial 
work of the entire show. Now 
that wouldn’t get out the first 
round of correspondence.”’ 
Hats are Mr. Roberts’ busi- 
ness, as they were in 1938, and 
he can’t see too much differ- 
ence in them through the years. 
Then they were made for the 


most part of balibuntal and 
saturn; now its panamalac and 
milan braids. 

The Kimball House parties 
seemed to be the most treas- 
ured memories and this was 
the way they did them. The 
wives would attack the dance 
room with brooms, sweep down 
the cobwebs, then go out and 


‘ buy the food. All the buyers 


came. 

Now the parties are lavish, 
with dinner and dancing, and 
the food is catered—and a great 
many of the buyers don’t come. 
Another sign of the times!

For the remarkable thing about Central Presbyterian Church 
is its practical, workaday, beans-and-bread type ministry. 

There are other churches, of course, who have broad and ef- 
fective social service programs. But because it stands on a down- 
town curbstone, handy to the jail, handy to the slums, handy to 
the push and pressure of commerce, I have had more opportunity 
to see Central Presbyterian at work. And it has been a wonder- 
fully warming experience. 

There was a prisoner in Fulton Tower some years ago who 
tried to commit suicide. He was an ill man, a troubled man—a 
man under conviction for the most heinous crime of all, murder. 
He wanted to see a minister and he picked the name of one from 
the newspaper and asked me to telephone the church and ask that 
minster to visit him. I did but the minister’s secretary said he 
was too busy. 


I didn’t know Dr. Stuart Oglesby then but Central Presby- 
terian was close to the jail and I dropped by. Dr. Oglesby was in 
his study and apparently not at all busy. He went immediately to 
the jail to see the prisoner. He talked to him and prayed with him 
and went back again and again, taking him books to read. He 
wrote the man’s wife letters and when the prisoner came up for 
parole he went before the parole board and spoke for him. 


Since that day when I found Dr. Oglesby was never ‘‘too busy,” 
1 have been back to Central Presbyterian many times. I have 
seen the babies come into the church clinic from poor homes and 
struggling proud little homes all over that section of town to get 
life-saving shots and medicine. In the 35 years of the baby clinic's 
history more than 20,000 babies have been treated there. 

During the war when the town was crowded with young war 
workers Central opened its activities building for physical ed class- 
es for the young strangers from all over the area. It keeps a year- 
round clothes closet for the men at the Union Mission, men who 
are out of jobs, just out of jail, just off a drunk and cold and 
threadbare. 


When the European part of World War II ended a photograph- 
er and I, out to get a reaction story, happened to be in the neigh- 
borhood and we dropped by Central Presbyterian Church. The 
sanctuary was open and half filled with people from nearby of- 
fices and stores—young wives of soldiers, elderly men and women, 
weary from overwork and drawn with anxiety, come to say their 
prayers tor thanksgiving. 


To have merely existed 100 years isn’t much. But to have 
been the alive, going, giving concern that Central Presbyterian 
Church has been . . . that’s truly cause for celebration. May the 
old church last forever because I honestly don’t see how Atlanta 
can do without it.

The play con- 
cerns Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt’s bout with polio from 1921 
to 1924. 


“TI was hired before the cast. 
As fast as actors signed up, I 
whisked them off to the tailors 
for measurements. Then I 
shopped steadily for six weeks 
—walked more than I ever had 
in my life, and I loathe walk- 
ing,”’ said Miss Volland, who 
designs custom-made clothes 
when she isn’t working for the 
theater. 


ALMOST 1,000 ARTICLES 


She rounded up close to 1,000 
articles, from jewelry to cor- 
sets, for 70 costume changes in 
the play. 

Hardest items to find were a 


pair of heavy, rounded-toed 
men’s shoes and an old-fash- 
ioned bathing suit. 

“I scoured the countryside for 
the suit and finally found it in 
a general store near East 
Hampton (Long Island). It was 
an old tank suit. Then I hunted 
all over town for the shoes. 
Know where I found them? On 
a policeman,” said Miss Vol- 
land. 

All the clothes had to be au- 
thentic because “I didn’t want 
to take a chance when dealing 
with historical characters. But 
I didn’t copy the Roosevelts’ 
clothes. If I had made one mis- 
take, people would complain,” 
she said. 


FAMILY PHOTOGRAPHS 


Miss Volland designed hats 
from old family photographs, 
consulted Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt about clothes and jewelry, 
and watched 25 rehearsals for 
clues on dressing the actors to 
fit both their roles and their 
own characteristics.

The Dixie Dilemma 


“If it comes to a showdown,” predicted Southern 
Association President Charlie Hurth, “the Texas 
League will drop the Dixie Series instead of the 
Shaughnessy playoff.” 


This week the prediction that Charlie ‘Hurth made at the Minor 
League meeting in Colorado Springs last December came true. 
The texas ore ¢ rejected the Southern’s proposal that the playoffs 
st <gzeqx De trimmed to five-game sets. 

. ‘i oe: The Southern then followed through 
oe with its ultimatum that, if the Texas 
cousins didn’t concur, the playoffs and 
the Dixie Series would be abolished. 


The announcement from MHurth’s 
office in New Orleans Monday that the 
Dixie and the playoffs are doomed 
came as a shock to Southern directors. 
They didn’t think the troubled Texas 
League. would cancel the annual classic. 

In all probability the Dixie, 
launched in 1920, will be continued, 
even if the Southern has to continue 
the outmoded playoffs. 

The Texas League’s fondness for 
the controversial playoffs is explained 
in one simple sentence by Pres. Dick 
Butler: ‘‘We make money.’ On the 
other hand, the playoffs have become 

Outlar a financial drag to the Southern. 

Atlanta has opposed the post-season baseball tourney, originated 
by Frank Shaughnessy during the depression, for several years. 
Earl Mann's explanation was also simple: ‘‘We lose money.”’ For 
several years Mann’s plea that the playoffs be dropped was out- 
voted 7-1. He won modified support from directors in Colorado 
Springs. The directors now have had a change of heart, and Mann 
is willing to tag along with the Shaughnessy if it will save the Dixie 
Series. 


—Glennon Wants To Reopen the Polls 


Eddie Glennon, loquacious Birmingham general manager, was 
the first director to take the platform. Glennon has requested that 
Hurth take another poll. 

Hurth, a staunch supporter of the playoffs and the Dixie, prob- 
ably already has a message on the wires. When the ballots are 
counted again, there’s little doubt that there’ll be a unanimous vote 


for the playoffs. It seems that the Southern directors engaged Jpnsa—- 


bit of bluffing, and the Texans called their hand. 
Players, of course, have no voice in the matter, but they'll voice 
strong support for continuation of the playoffs and the Dixie. Ordi-

He already has an opponent in Mann. 

“Glennon must be thinking about the Birmingham club,’’ Mann 
quipped, ‘‘for they usually finish second, third or fourth.

Though Mann absorbed a financial licking in the Dixie last 
year, he’s a stout supporter of the series.

“IT think the Dixie adds a lot to our league,”’ 
day. “‘The players favor it, and I'm going to do what I can to 
keep the series going .. . even if it means continuing the playoffs.”’ 

Atlanta has represented the Southern three of the last four 
seasons. Houston was in the opposite corner on each occasion. The 
1954 series, pitting Whit Wyatt's colorful crew against ex-Cracker 
Manager Dixie Walker’s Buffs, was truly a classic. Trailing three 
games to one, the Crackers climbed off the carpet to win the 
pulsating set. Houston trimmed Clyde King’s 1956 Southern champs 
and repeated against Buddy Bates’ men last year. 

From a front office viewpoint, last year’s series was the most 
disappointing in history. The Crackers completed the Southern 
Shaughnessy course, then remained idle for a week while Dallas 
and Houston settled the Texas squabble. By the time Atlanta and 
Houston went to the mat the World Series was in full swing, and 
Georgia Tech had played two football games. 

Atlanta fans had forgotten about the Crackers, and the weath- 
erman turned on the spigot. Only 1,225 showed up for the first 
game at Poncey, a mere 611 sat in on the second. 

Since season’s end the Texas has booted Shreveport and Okla- 
homa City and added Corpus Christi and Victoria. Dallas has been 
a borderline case since the Burnett family tossed in the towel. 

There’s considerable doubt whether a series between Atlanta 
and Victoria or Corpus Christi would create much interest. But the 
Southern is interested in saving the Dixie and will undoubtedly 
reach a compromise with the Texans.
